The timbers and braces are all much heavier than the 
ordinary’ derrick, this is necessary on account of the 
heavy strain that will be on it when the stem is being 
drawn. About 30 feet from the top of the derrick is an 
enclosure, known as the crow’s nest, while the\tools are 
being removed from the hole, one. of the crew is sta- 
tioned in this, his duty is to unfasten and fasten the tac- 
kle used in drawing the stem of the big drill. Whenever 
the drill bit needs changing, all the stem has to be taken 
out of the hole. This usually happens every three or four 
hours. The. stem used in lengths of about 20 feet, but in 
removing it, four lengths are uncoupled in one piece. 
The eouplings are unscrewed with heavy. wrenches which 
are worked with power from the engine, so that no time 
is lost in loosening them. With experienced men it only 
takes a few minutes to remove the stem. The machinery 
in the derrick is altogether different from the standard 
outfits. The rotary drilling machine’ consists of a heavy 
revolving frame; the frame is supplied with a cog gear, 
sprocket wheel and chain, which connects it to the en- 
gine which operates it..The drill stem consists of extra 
heavy six inch pipe made especially for this purpose. 
On top of this pipe is a very heavy steel square stem, 
known by the drillers as the “kelley. This.is hollow and

HEAD INFECTION 


PROCTOR McGEE,

The great majority of bodily infec: 
tions are due to abscesses in some 
part of the head, usually in the mouth, 
throat, nose or in the little cavities 
that are located in a chain from the 
base of the nose backward to the un- 
der -surface of the skull. 

These cavities are called sinuses. 

Whenever there is an abstess that 
causes absorption of the poisonous 
material into the blood stream, it is 
called a focus—a focus of infection. 

The reason so much attention is 
given to mouth infections is not be- 
cause they are worse than any other 
infections, but because there are so 
many opportunities for infection in 
the mouth. 

There-are twenty temporary teeth | 
which, in the normal course of life, 


.fare followed by thirty-two -permaient 


teeth. Consequently, every one of 
us’ has the possibility of fifty-two 
sources of infection in the mouth 
alone, unless the teeth, both tempor- 
ary and permmanent, are properly 
cared for.
